SHOOTIN G THE M ORMONS 

A Band of Four Church Eider. Killed 
in Tennessee. 



Otaof Down By OT asked Men Darlng 
tb« Progress of a Kevlval Uleil- 
InK— A Desperate Plot Kfl'ec- 
tuallr Kxeculed. 



Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 13.— An organi- 
sation established by a Mormon Elder in 
Lewis and Hickman Counties, this State, 
about three years ago, was broken upon 
Sunday by the killing of all the elders by a 
band of masked men. Mr. Depriest, United 
States mail carrier between Ivy Mills and 
Center rule, Hickman County, gives the fol- 
lowing account of the massacre: 

Three elders were leading a meeting at 
Condor's form, Cane Creek, Lewis County, 
Sunday morning, when twelve masked men 
on horseback rode up to the house 
and ordered a young man earned Hutaon 
and young Couder to surrender. They 
showed fight One maskod man knocked 
Conder down, breaking his skua 
Hutson fired. One masked man, who fell 
dead, was found to be Dave Hinson, a citizen 
of Hickman County. He lived at Brush 
Fork, on Beaver Dam. The masked men 
then shot and killed two of the Mormon 
ciders. The third elder ran towai d the woods 
from which filing was goon hoard. The eider 
has not been seen since and it is supposed that 
he was also killed. 

It is since ascertained that the masked men, 
l.efore going to Conder 's house, stopped at 
the house of a man named Garret, near Con- 
der's, and found another elder there. They 
left two masked men in charge of this elder. 
Shooting was heard there shortly afterward, 
and that elder has not been seen since. When 
the firing commenced at Conder's house one 
elder hid behind Mrs. Conder, and in shoot- 
ing at him Mrs. Conder was wounded. 

COT TH E WORST OF IT. 

Chinese Kteklni; Heeause They Had 
to Take Their Own medicine. 

Londos, Aug. 13. — The Chinese Govern- 
ment has sent u protest to the I'owers against 
the action of the French Admiral Lespes 
in bombarding Keeking. According 
French accounts the Chinese commenced 
hostilities by opening fire from a number of 
Krupp guns, whereupon Admiral Lespes re- 
turned the Are and silenced the Chinese guns. 
Admiral Les])es then ordered a force of ma- 
rines to land and spike the guns, which was 
done under cover of fire from the fleet, after 
which the French retired. The French 
claim to have lost only one killed and two 
wounded.
